In Ii ii ample report made to the 
Chamber of Commerce at Wednes­ 
day n igh t’s regular session of the 
Chamber, Mr. Nettleton, chairman of 
the special market com m ittee, stated: 


“The Rubicon of the Public Mark­ 
et wa 
passed when at it 
ing the Brainerd Chamber of Com­ 
merce appropriated 
$60 
for 
two 
m onths’ rent for two suitable rooms 
in the (Gardner block. 
Through the 
generosity of Senator (leo. H. Gard­ 
ner the use of these two rooms was 
made free for two months. 
So this 
provides a 
market 
place 
for four 
m onths try out of the proposition, 
extending to January 1st. 
“The next thing necessary was a 
competent manager. 
John F. Hurley 
generously 
agreed 
to act 
for one 
month for the uncertain compensa­ 
tion of 5 per cent of the sales. 
So 
the Brainerd Public market was in­ 
formally started Sept. I, 1917. 
“The press of the city were most 
generous in giving free publicity to 
the enterprise. 
W hat 
s u c c e s s has 
been .obtained 
is 
largely 
due 
the 
press and this recognition Is most 
cheerfully accorded. 
• Th* market starts off with many 
encouraging features, in faet, bet­ 
ter than this com m ittee 
expected 
The supply of produce is not yet equal 
to the demand 
We hope this will he 
changed soon, as the produce rs And 
they can make ready sale to con­ 
sumers for ready cash.

take one of the spaces at $5 to show 
its spirit of cooperation in the plan. 
"We further recommend that bus­ 
iness mon make It a point to takf 
lunch with our country visitors Tues­ 
day, Sept. 25 and do everything in 
their power to make th e visit of the 
farmers to Brainerd a pleasant one." 
The report was accepted and rec­ 
ommendations adopted. 
W. ll 
Gfemmel, chairman of the 
Public 
Affairs committee, 
reported 
that the second car of waste paper 
has been collected and shipped and 
returns from the same a re expected 
within a week or ten days. 
It is ex­ 
pected that this ear will net approxi­

He further reported 
that nearly half a car has been col­ 
lected for the third shipment, and 
the contract for the same, at the same 
prices secured for the second car has 
been received by the secretary.

Negroes and th* War. 
"The colored troops fought nobly" 
was a sentence in a report of a Union 
general of a battle during the civil 
war. It is a m atter of record that the 
negro regiments have shown valor in 
Indian campaigns, in Cuba, the Phil­ 
ippines and Mexico. 
And yet negro 
troops are a serious problem for war 
department authorities. 
Protests are made against negro sol­ 
diers in tho narno carap with white sol­ 
diers. 
Counter protests are made by 
negro leaders against the segregation 
of negroes in camps by themselves. 


A nother Question Raised. 
And than the question has been rais­ 
ed as to whether the negroes can be 
trained as quickly as the white troops. 
It Is said that they may be held here 
several months in order to complete 
their training and that It will be a 
ioug time befur# colored troop* ar* 
tent to Europe. 
Opposed to fbi* idea la that of the 
parents of young officers assigned to 
colored troops. They want to get them 
transferred to white regiments in tho 
belief that the colored troops will be 
thrust forward first in the hottest of 
tho fighting and officers and men will 
be killed. 
Altogether this country has quite a 
taco question of its own. 
S to rrs Defense. 
In Senator Stone’* rather remarkable 
address defending himself from the 
many attacks that have been made 
U(>ou him ho created surprise by going 
out of hi* way to defend bls colleague, 
Senator Reed. 
Ho asserted that Reed 
in his fight to Recur* modification of 
tho food law had accomplished a great 
deal which was worthy of commenda­ 
tion. 
Both of the Missouri senators 
have been under a ban of criticism on 
account of tho antagonistic position 
they had taken in regard to several 
administration w ar measures, although 
Senator Stone siys that, aside from op­

Th# Greatest of Problems. 
This m atter of raising the revenue 
bas become one of the greatest prob­ 
lems that the congress of the United 
States has ever faced. 
The difficulty 
is iii getting enough money without un­ 
duly stopping the business of the coun­ 
try. 
The main effort has been to find 
the line of demarcation where heavy 
taxes will secure the most revenue and 
do the least harm.
